‘We hear that the new Loan by the Chinese 
Government is already launched for two 
million taels under the security of the 
Ningpo Customs revenue, bearing interest 
at the rate of 12 per mille per month, 
Several influential Chinese have already 
largely subscribed to the loan, and we 
believe some foreigners too have interested 
themselves.in-this new investment, “The 
Government having been bothered a good 
deal to conform to the legal teohnioalities in 
lounching loans through the medium of 
foreign Banks, and the delay it involves in 
cing through the ordeal, before the money 
could be obtained, have adopted the simple 
and primeval method of borrowing money 
dirootly from the investors and tho induoe- 
ment in interest held out is sach, that there 
will be no difficulty in obtaining the money, 
especially as the amount is soamall, On 
the other hand tho ‘increased coinage of 
silver ourrenoy in America has removed all 
apprehensions for the present ‘as to the 
material depreciation in the value of silver, 
which was at one time anticipated. ‘Tho 
proceeds of this loan will be required at 
once to be sent to Kashgar, and the 
money will bo withdrawn from circulation 
at Ningpo-and Shanghai. Having onl 
$3,000,000 taels in stock here, all of whio! 
will be required for tea purchases in Hankow 
shortly, and very little silver on the way 
out, those who are directly interested in the 
finances of this settlement may: well look 
forward for a. “squeeze” in the monoy 
market at no distant date.
